Moran runs full 
cycle at Gooden

Josh Moran describes his college English the¬ 
sis as a 90-page "novella," revolving around 
"angst and metaphorical despair."

Fortanasce debates right-to-die issue

With belief that "all pain can be treated" and 
an opposition to the right-to-die issue. Dr. Vin¬ 
cent Fortanasce, an Arcadia neurologist and 
chairman of the Methodist Hospital Bioethics 
Committee, recently debated Geoffrey Fieger, the 
lawyer who represents Dr. Jack Kevorkian, re¬ 
tired pathologist who has helped several people to 
commit suicide. 

The debate was held at Mecklenburg County 
Medical Society’s fall forum in North Carolina, 
and one hour of the three-hour debate was aired 
on local television. 

Fortanasce explained that 81 percent of doc¬ 
tors polled did not understand euthanasia, confus¬ 
ing it with withdrawing of life support and just 
letting someone die. Euthanasia is requesting an¬ 


other person to help end one’s life, it’s telling a 
doctor, "Kill me," said Fortanasce, who added 
that there is no logical limit to what might hap¬ 
pen if the right-to-die issue became legal. 

He pointed out that some of the people Kev¬ 
orkian assisted in death were not terminally ill; 
they may have been in pain, and "people in pain 
are blind to reasoning," said Fortanasce. "People 
who will use euthanasia are the elderly who feel 
themselves a burden to families, therefore, their 
right to die tvill be their duty to die," Fortanasce 
continued. 

He is also concerned about young people 
who would misuse the right to die, pointing out 
that suicide is already the leading cause of death 
for teenagers. 

The l(x:al neurologist is a proponent of 


killing the pain, not the patient. He hopes to 
begin a pain and suffering committee at Metho¬ 
dist Hospital, where patients can receive help, 
and he wants to teach doctors about pain manage¬ 
ment of the terminally ill. 

At the conclusion of the debate, a poll 
showed 85 percent favored Dr. Fortanasce’s 
stand, while 15 percent sided with Dr. Kevorki¬ 
an, who, according to Fortanasce, is a pathologist 
who has had no clinical medicine for 37 years, 
therefore, "he is working outside of his field of 
competence." 

Fortanasce has degrees in psychiatry, neurol¬ 
ogy, theology and philosophy. For nine years he 
has been chairman of the bioethics committee at 
Methodist Hospital, and he is chairman of the 
National Council for End of Life Issues.

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Protect yourself 
against fraud 

This holiday season, you can be 
more sure your money—and your fam¬ 
ily—are free from worries over credit 
card fraud by following a few basic rules. 

That’s the good news from financial 
experts, as consumers look toward the 
holiday season and the increased credit 
card usage that frequently accompanies it. 

"Immediate consumer action is the 
crook’s worst nightmare," said Rick Brad- 
y, a loss-prevention manager at AT&T 
Universal Card Services. "If your card is 
lost or stolen, report it immediately to the 
issuer. Most are open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week." 

Brady also counsels people to beware 
of telemarketing fraud. It affects con¬ 
sumers more than other types of fraud 
because the cardholder is not immediately 
aware he or she is the victim of a crime. 

Telemarketing fraud is characterized 
by the following scenario: a con artist 
calls a consumer under a false pre¬ 
text-pretending the be, for example, a 
local retailer of utility company—and 
claims to need the cardmember’s credit 
card account or personal identification 
number (PIN). 

"Never give your account number or 
PIN to someone calling you," Brady said. 
"You don’t know who they really are." 

Additional credit card anti-fraud tips 
include: 

• Verify that your statement matches 
your receipts. 

• Never write your PIN on your card 
or have it in your wallet. 

• Keep all your credit card account 
numbers written in a safe place away from 
your cards.

Last week’s letter reviewed some statis¬ 
tics about the great depression. Maybe these 
recollections of the human side, from one who 
lived that long ago, will stir memories in 
those of similar vintage. 

At the time, my family resided in a cen¬ 
tral South Dakota railroad town which suf¬ 
fered from the same economic problems as the 
rest of the nations. And on top of that, they 
were in a dust bowl, with desiccating drouth, 
and a plague of grasshoppers. Truthfully, the 
blowing dust, and swarms of grasshoppers did 
dim the noonday sun frequently. 

But that plucky town still celebrated its 
famous Corn Palace week. Crowds were big. 
about all the entertainment was free. There 
wasn’t much else to do. And this was a 
chance to see Miss Universe and hear Paul 
Whiteman’s band, along with watching some 
dare devil dive 50 feet into a four-foot deep 
tank on Main Street. 

There wasn’t much to celebrate, and no 
one can erase the human tragedies. 

The period is emblazoned in my memory 
with the picture of a farm family, close 
friends, who finally loaded all their treasures 
into a Ford pickup truck along with ma, pa 
and two boys, opened the gates so the few 
head of livestock could fend for themselves, 
and headed west—maybe California, if they 
could get that far. (There was still Russian 
Thi.stles (tumble weeds) and ("creeping jin¬ 
nies.") technically European morning glories 
growing in the road ditches—fodder for the 


cattle until someone took the homeless in. 

Generically, these travelers from every¬ 
where were called Okies. 

Radio was a lifesaver. Mom liked "Stella 
Dallas" and other early soaps. We liked "Jack 
Armstrong," the all-American boy, "Lum and 
Abner," the problems of "Amos and Andy" 
and Sunday nights’s Eddie Cantor show. 

It was a terrible time for parents. For 
kids it wasn’t so bad, as long as there was 
food and a warm bed. Why? Because they 
learned to cooperate in finding ways to enter¬ 
tain themselves, without public programs. 

We ate a lot of angel food cake with eggs 
bought at the farm for a penny apiece. Sugar 
and flour were proportionate. 

A big rooster would cost two-bits. Of 
course, you had to undress him and clean 
him. Who cared? We hadn’t yet met Colonel 
Sanders. A popular song was "Brother, Can 
You Spare A Dime?" Eddie Cantor sang, 
"Potatoes are cheaper, tomatoes are che^- 
er—now’s the time to fall in love." 

The beverage of choice was home-made 
root beer. 

People became pickers and gatherers in 
rural areas. 

It seemed like home was more important. 

One of the Almighty’s greatest gifts is the 
ability to forget trials and tribulations, but 
some are worth remembering. We may learn 
how to cope, if they come again. 

Oh yes, they could.

The Children’s Department has two Apple 
IIGS computers which were purchased by the 
Friends of the Sierra Madre Library and the 
Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club in 1990. These 
very popular computers, with the educational 
software purchased by funds from the 
Friends, are used by children from the age of 
3 up to age 13. 

The types of software which are available 
help our young patrons by giving them oppor¬ 
tunities to practice their reading, math, geog¬ 
raphy and typing skills. 

The usage of the computers is free of 
charge. The children are encouraged to call 
the library ahead of time to make an appoint¬ 
ment for the computers. Each child may use 
the computer for one hour a day. Appoint¬ 
ments may be made up to one week ahead. 
Patrons may use the computers on a walk-in 


basis, but due to the popularity of the comput¬ 
ers, are encouraged to call first. If a child 
would like to use the word processing soft¬ 
ware, they will be charged 5 cents a page for 
the paper. 

In the Children’s Department is a booklet 
with a list of available software. Some of the 
more popular games are: 

"Oregon Trail"—the children drive a 
covered wagon across the wide frontier to the 
Pacific Northwest. They plan what kinds of 
supplies they will need for the trip, they will 
face storms, wild animals, sickness, hunger 
and thirst without giving up. 

"Talking Academic Quiz Kid"—Children 
are asked to test their knowledge in a game¬ 
like format. Players may choose from a vari¬ 
ety of topics. 

"Math Story Problems"—Children are of¬ 
fered a choice of a four-part series consisting 
of addition problems, subtraction problems, 
mixed'story problems, money and measure¬ 
ment problems.

Police chief warns parents of 
possible acid ingestion for kids 


Interim Police Chief 
John Thurman said this 
week tBat a form of tat¬ 
too called "Blue Star" is 
being sold to children. 
It consists of a small 
piece of paper contain¬ 
ing a blue star about the 
size of a pencil eraser. 
Each star is soaked with 
the acid LSD. 

Thurman explained 
that the drug is absorb¬ 
ed through the skin sim¬ 
ply by handling the 
paper. 

Thurman also ex¬ 


plained that there are 
also brightly colored 
tabs, resembling post¬ 
age stamps, that have a 
picture of any of the 
following: Superman, 
Disney characters, Bart 
Simpson, Mickey 
Mouse, clowns or but¬ 
terflies. Each is 
wrapped in foil and this 
is a new way of selling 
acid that is appealing to 
young children. All are 
laced with drugs, Thur¬ 
man said. 

He cautions that if 
your child gets any of 


these, do not handle 
them. They react quick¬ 
ly and some are laced 
with strychnine. 

Symptoms? He said 
that they can be halluci¬ 
natory, cause severe 
vomiting, uncontrolled 
laughter, mood changes, 
and a possible change in 
the body temperature. 

Thurman explained 
that anyone who finds 
any of these items 
should contact the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Police immed¬ 
iately at 355-1414.

We learned that the bear 
had scared off some 
hikers and had enjoyed 


eating the contents of 
their backpacks. Bears 
who successfully ac¬ 
quire a "taste for human 
fotxl" are a special con¬ 
cern for the Park Ser¬ 
vice. The bears learn 
very quickly that hu¬ 
mans often have food 
with them and once they 
realize that, those bears 
become a much greater 
threat and may actually 
need to be relocated (Tr 
disposed of—something 
nobody is anxious to 

do. 

Our last night’s ac¬ 
commodations were at 
the East Glacier Lodge. 
It too is a multi-story 
lodge with a spacious 
lobby supported by 
huge timbers and 
grounds that are exqui¬ 
sitely landscaped. The 
Lodge even has a nine 
hole golf course and a 
train station where Am- 


track travelers can 
easily access the Lodge. 
After dinner and a local 
specialty—huckleberry 
daiquiri—we headed oft 
to our rooms to the 
rumbling sounds of a 
thunderstorm and gen¬ 
tle, but constant, rain. 

Our last morning was 
scheduled to be a half¬ 
day hike ending with a 
luncheon buffet and 
"good-bye" party. The 
rain hadn’t stopped all 
night and with the 
sunri.se, a light rain still 
continued outside. For- 
many of us who hadn’t 
had enough time to shop 
in the Gift Shop or read 
our vacation paper¬ 
backs, the decision to 
forgo the morning hike 
was welcome news. We 
did, however, take ad¬

"You need a whole lot 
of love," said Mabel 
Irvine, age 97, an ada¬ 
mant believer in the 
power of the heart. 
"This is a beautiful 
place," she added, re¬ 
ferring to the home and 
town in which she lives. 

Irvine resides in the 
Sierra Madre Skilled 
Nursing Facility, a 
home into which she 
moved after residences 
in Scotland, Canada, 
New York and then 
Sierra Madre. 

Her wise words to 


those who wonder about 
her secrets: "Be happy, 
no quarreling, no 
fussing, no ‘you know 
better than him, and he 
knows better than 
you.’" 

"We were very 
happy," she said. "We 
didn’t have a lot of 
money. We figured we 
were doing Just as good 
as we could." Irvine’s 
face betrays her per¬ 
petual state of comfort: 
the smile lines are 
thoroughly etched in all 
the right places. She 
doesn’t move her lips 


except to communicate 
her message of content¬ 
edness. One might ex¬ 
pect this to come easily 
to a woman with limited 
life responsibility. In 
fact, it’s a learned skill. 

"I just live day in and 
day out," she said. "I 
can’t walk any more, 1 
can’t hardly stand— that 
disappoints me. They 
wheel me around in a 
chair, thank goodness." 

Irvine’s white hair 
wisps around her face 
as she smiles. She 
betrays a sense of 
warmth and wherewithal 


not common to men and 
women in her circum¬ 
stances. 

She appears to make 
the best of her living 
situation: "Sometimes 
it’s like a hotel; some¬ 
times like a hospital." 

Originally from a 
family of five girls and 
four boys, she support¬ 
ed herself in her early 
years working in one of 
Toronto’s larger depart¬ 
ment stores, Hengen- 
er’s, owned by a Scots¬ 
man, prior to marrying

A gra¬ 
cious hostess, she en¬ 
joyed entertaining and 
sharing her home with 
friends. Her parties 
were always special. 

As long as friends can 
remember, she had been 
an avid gardener. Her 
terrace and garden were 
full of color and fra¬ 
grance the year around 
and she often supplied 


friends with home¬ 
grown tomatoes. 

After retirement, 
Kurth became active in 
civic affairs and wo¬ 
men’s civic organiza¬ 
tions. A long-time 
champion of animal 
rights, she regularly 
provided food and water 
for a steady stream of 
birds and animals that 
"stopped by" her place. 
On July 30, while out 
providing food for her 
nocturnal "visitors," she 
fell and broke her hip.

Methodist Hospital 
featured two articles in 
their fall news bulletin 
about the Sierra Madre 
Skilled Nursing Facility. 
The facility has been 
affiliated with Methodist 
since 1983. 

The first article, entit¬ 
led "Puppy Love!," 
points up the therapeutic 
value of contact with 
animals, a contact much 
encouraged at the facili¬ 
ty. One five-year resi¬ 
dent looks forward to 
daily contact with her 
adopted cat which lives 
on the premises. An¬ 
other resident with 
dementia is often in a 
bad mood but starts 
smiling when a dog is 
placed in her lap. 

Animals have the 
remarkable ability to 
touch something deep 
inside the human heart. 
They can also be good 
for the heart itself and 
general health. Put a pet 
on someone’s lap and 
studies show blood 
pressure often drops. 
Those hard to reach 
verbally, often respond 
when an animal is 
present. 

The facility has long 
encouraged families to 


bring pets to visit. In 
addition, for more than 
a decade, Pasadena 
Humane Society volun¬ 
teers have been taking a 
variety of pets to visit 
the residents. 

Sharon Kurtz, SNF 
Administrator, states 
that this is a small 
facility with a caring 
staff so there is a lot 
more family unity 
among staff and resi¬ 
dents. 

"We like to provide 
the touch of animals for 
people. Most residents 
have had animals in 
their past and they 
associate them with love 
and caring. Even when 
residents are confused 
something comes back 
when they touch an 
animal," says Kurtz. 

Nursing homes have 
changed dramatically 
over the past 10 years. 
People used to go to 
such places to die. Not 
so with today’s modern 
"skilled nursing facili¬ 
ties" and especially so 
at Sierra Madre’s facili¬ 
ty. Kurtz stresses, "Our 
focus is to get our 
residents to their best 
level of independence." 
These pets certainly 
help and really add that 


special touch to their 
lives. 

Sandy DeMarco, the 
director of volunteers 
for PHS, believes ani¬ 
mals "don’t care if 
you’re hard of hearing, 
losing your eyesight, or 
in a wheelchair." The 
animal brigade will 
continue, she says, and 
is a natural high for 
both the residents and 
the PHS volunteers. 

Residents get a kick 
out of Maggie, a mini- 
schnauzer who loves 
jumping through a 
"hoop" (her owner’s 
arms) and performing 


other tricks at SNF. 
Maggie’s name is short 
for Magnolia and her 
owner is Melanie Brew¬ 
er, a 15-year volunteer 
at Methodist. 

Much TLC also goes 
on at this facility in a 
warm and loving envi¬ 
ronment. Every effort is 
made to give not just 
physically, but emotion¬ 
ally as well. Because 
Sierra Madre is such a 
close-knit community 
residents often partici¬ 
pate in local events, 4th 
of July Parade, concerts 
in the park, pancake 
breakfasts, lunch at the 


Senior Center, Christ¬ 
mas Tree lighting and 
city tours. 

The Methodist news 
bulletin gave special 
mention to the Sierra 
Madre Auxiliary that 
sets this facility apart. 
Auxiliary volunteers 
have with their fund 
raising provided a long 
list of special needs for 
the residents, money for 
the very varied activity 
program such as the 
popular music therapy, 
etc. Social gatherings 
are also part of their 
activities.

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In the wake of South¬ 
ern California’s recent 
firestorms and with the 
expectations of heavy 
rains, flooding and 
mudslides, Madeline 
Bernstein, west coast 
regional vice president 
for the American Socie¬ 
ty for the prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals 
(ASPCA), has asked all 
pet owners to remember 
these simple guidelines 
to ensure their pet’s 
safety and their own 
peace of mind in the e- 
vent of a natural disas¬ 
ter. 

1. Dogs and cats should 
wear I.D. tags with cur¬ 
rent address and/or 
phone number at all 
times. This will make it 


easier for you and your 
pet to be reunited if 
separated. Because cats 
can catch their collars 
on sharp or protruding, 
objects (such as fences) 
and strangle, outfit your 
feline with a lightweight 
harness and attach the 

1. D. tag to it. 

2. If your pet is primar¬ 
ily indoors or objects to 
wearing a collar or har¬ 
ness, check with your 
veterinarian about tat¬ 
tooing on or inserting 
the new painless micro¬ 
chip I.D. in your cat or 
dog. Both are relatively 
painless procedures 
when weighed against 
the pain the pet could 
suffer if lost. 

3. If you have the lux¬ 


ury of knowing the 
rains are starting, keep 
your pet in the house or 
close to home to mini¬ 
mize separation and 
chances of drowning. 

4. Ask your local fire 
department, animal shel¬ 
ter or veterinarian for a 
"Pet Alert" sign for 
doors and windows. If 
none are available make 
your own by listing 
your pets on a 3 by 5 
card and display it 
prominently. Don’t for¬ 
get to list animals in 
small cages or bowls 
such as fish, reptiles, 
etc. Emergency rescue 
teams will immediately 
know who to look for. 

5. Keep a supply of 
canned/dry pet food and 


bottled water with other 
emergency provisions 
including pet prescrip¬ 
tion medicine. 

6. If you live in an area 
subject to flooding, 
please make sure that 
your pet is on the high¬ 
est ground possible, or 
better yet, in flood 
season provide your pet 
with a safe haven in¬ 
doors. Secure crates, 
kennels, stables and 
other pet enclosures in 
order to prevent escape 
and/or injuries from 
collapse or from objects 
that can fall, such as 
glass, etc. If you have 
preparation time, you 
may want to prepare the 


horse trailer for a quick 
exit. 

7. Vaccinations should 
be current. Pets may 
become disoriented and 
stray, or housed in 
shelters with other 
animals, thereby be¬ 
coming exposed to 
infectious diseases. 

8. If roads are flooded 
or blocked, professional 
help may not be possi¬ 
ble immediately, so 
acquaint yourself and 
other family members 
with pet CPR, resuscita¬ 
tion and general first aid 
procedures. Your quick 
action could save your 
pet’s life. 

9. After a flood, earth¬ 


quake or fire, check pet 
structures and favorite 
hiding places for haz¬ 
ardous debris. 

10. Pets may remain 
frightened for days after 
the disaster and should 
be kept close to home. 

11. Avoid appearances 
of anxiety in dealing 
with pets. Most animals 
are very aware of their 
owner’s emotions and 
can read your stress. 
This can cause other¬ 
wise calm pets to dis¬ 
play aggressive behav¬ 
ior. 

12. Alert local shelters 
immediately upon dis¬ 
covering that your pet is 
missing.

gr inning in the Moran family tradition. 

All four children in the Moran f^ily gradu¬ 
ated from Gooden, he explains. Toni Moran, his 
mother, is also a diehard Sierra Madrean, serving 
on the Parks and Recreation Commission and 
selling homes through Webb-Martin Realtors. 

"I like feeding information, planting ide®, 
then seeing what happens," Moran says of his job 
in the Episcopal school of 122 students, kinder¬ 
garten through 8th grade. The Gooden style 
seems to suit him. "They give the teachers so 
much leeway in what we can do," he said. We 
have a really great faculty."

Board discusses changes 
in school attendance areas 


In an attempt to affect 
as few children as pos¬ 
sible while equalizing 
elementary and middle 
school enrollments, the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District Governing 
Board last week dis¬ 
cussed school atten¬ 
dance parameters for 
the upcoming school 
year. 

Proposed plans had 
already been presented 
to the district’s PTA 
presidents, who suggest¬ 
ed some changes. The 
board is expected to act 
on the attendance areas 
at this meeting on Tues¬ 


day, Dec. 14, in the 
library at Arcadia High 
School. 

The elementary school 
enrollments will range 
from 460-580 students, 
with Baldwin Stocker 
being the smallest, 
while the middle 
schools will have ap¬ 
proximately 700 stu¬ 
dents, according to 
proposed plans, which 
also call for each middle 
school to service two 
elementary schools. 
Currently, some ele¬ 
mentary schools send 
their students to more 
than one junior high 


school. 

The proposed plans 
will affect approximate¬ 
ly 250 students out of 
4000 students at the 
elementary level. Other 
considerations are mini¬ 
mizing the number of 
students crossing major 
streets and considering 
neighborhood conve¬ 
nience. 

Permit students will 
be assigned to balance 
enrollments, according 
to the proposal to be 
considered by the Gov¬ 
erning Board. 


Par king concerns discussed 
at revitalization workshop 


Parking seemed to be 
a key issue when the 
city of Arcadia held a 
community workshop 
last week to discuss 
downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion. 

Michael Freedman of 
Freedman, Tung and 
Bottomley, the consult¬ 
ant hired by the city to 
assist in revitalization 
plans, told the approxi¬

allow for wider side¬ 
walks, which will make 
it more inviting for 
people to eat and stroll 
in the area. He also has 
suggested angled park¬ 
ing on First Avenue, 
which would make for 
additional parking. 

The Arcadia City 
Council approved the 
basic concept for down¬ 
town revitalization in 
August after several 
community workshops. 
Streetscape designs for 
a more precise plan are 
being worked on now. 


according to Pete Kin- 
nahan of the community 
redevelopment depart¬ 
ment. The plan is ex¬ 
pected to go before the 
Planning Commission 
and City Council in 
early January with the 
project going out U> bid 
in April and construc¬ 
tion expected to begin 
as early as July.

When Santa Anita 
Fashion Park opened for 
the busiest shopping day 
of the year, the day 
after Thanksgiving, the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment was on hand to 
help the public and 
deter crime. 

For a number of 
years, the local police 
department operated its 
sub-station out of a 
trailer at the mall during 
the holiday shopping 
season and for the sec¬ 
ond year in a row has 
occupied a store inside 
the shopping facility. 
This year, police head¬ 
quarters are on the 
lower level near J.C. 
Penney and will be open 
during regular mall 
hours through Dec. 26. 


It’s a two-fold opera¬ 
tion, according to Capt. 
Rick Sandona. "It’s an 
opportunity to meet the 
people we serve and to 
provide service to a 
business area of very 
high density during the 
holiday season." 

Three police officers 
are assigned to the mall 
duty as are reserve 
officers who patrol in 
marked cars and ham 
watch volunteers. About 
40 ham radio volunteers 
man five areas on the 
roof to watch for sus¬ 
picious circumstances in 
all areas of the parking 
lot. "We’ve got eyes all 
over the parking lot," 
explained Sandona. 

Police officers at the 
mall handle shoplifting 


arrests, provide the 
public with crime pre¬ 
vention information and 
"our presence is a tre¬ 
mendous deterrent to 
crime," Sandona added. 
It also makes the shop¬ 
ping mall a safe place to 
shop, especially at night 
when the ham watch 
operators are on duty, 
for in the three years 
since they have assisted 
the program, there have 
been no felony crimes 
having to do with as¬ 
sault, theft, rape or 
robbery in the parking 
lot, according to the 
police captain. 

In addition, reserve 
officers patrol all five 
business areas in the 
city during the holiday 
season. 


AHS building contract awarded 


PBS Building Sys¬ 
tems, Inc. from Ana¬ 
heim has been selected 
to construct and install 
new modular classroom 
buildings at Arcadia 
High School, according 
to action at a special 
meeting of the Arcadia 
Unified School District 
Governing Board on 
Moriay. 

PBS’s $2.9 million 
bid was the lowest of 
the three finalists, and 
Jay Horton, director of 
facilities support servic¬ 
es for the school dis¬ 
trict, said that he also 
feels that the firm is the 
most qualified. 

The $2.9 million con- 
ftact.. is for two-story 
modular buildings that 
will house 24 clasr 


rooms and support fac¬ 
ilities, their foundation, 
electricity and plumb¬ 
ing. 

Bids for site prepara¬ 
tion, new tennis courts 
and the demolition and 
relocation of the plant 
transformer will open 
on Dec. 10. This work 
will be done before the 
modulars are brought to 
campus beginning in 
March. 

Additional classrooms 
are needed to facilitate 
the ninth grade class, 
which will become a 
part of the high school 
beginning in September. 

The board also unani¬ 
mously approved the 
transfer of $ 16.5 million 
to the State of Califor¬ 


nia’s Local Agency 
Investment Fund be¬ 
cause its current rate of 
interest is higher than 
what the Los Angeles 
County Investment Pool 
pays. 

The district recently 
sold its first series of 
General Obligation 
Bonds in the amount of 
$16.7 million of the 
$28.9 million authorized 
by vote of the taxpayers 
last April. The bond 
proceeds had been in¬ 
vested in the Los Angel¬ 
es County pool; howev¬ 
er, after researching 
options, the district 
determined that the best 
rate of return that would 
still be fully insured is 
through the state’s 
LAIF.

DearDr. Tami, — 

I just got a new dog from northern Califorma and 
he has bron on heartworm prevention medica¬ 
tion. What are heartworms and do I need to keep 
him on this medication? 

heartworm disease is transmitted by specific species 
of mosquitoes. The mosquito bites the dog and 
injects tne larvae under the skin. The larvae develop 
in the tissues and then penetrates the circulatory 
system and mature in the pulmonary arteries. They 
begin reproducing about six months later. The 
adult heartworms can cause sever obstruction of the 
pulmonary artery and can lead to congestive heart 
failure. Treatment consists of dmgs to kill the 
adults and the young microfilaria. Unfortunately, 
the drug most commonly used to kill adults can be 
very toxic to the liver. In addition, pulmonary 
thromboembolism can occur as the worms develop. 
This dUsease is much easier to prevent than it is to 
treat. Heartworm preventative consists of adminis¬ 
tration of daily or monthly pills. Heartworm diseare 
is not common in all areas. The best thing to do is 
contact your local veterinarian in the area to find out 
•if heartworms are prevalent and if heartwortn pre¬ 
ventive is recommended. Remember, too, if you 
take your dog traveling to check with that area's 
veterinarian also.
